The film is described as dealing 
with -ovents against: “the back- 
ground of the war in Spain,” but 
the real background is not the 
war in Spain, but the war as de- 
ecribed in the popular press. For 
the past two years we are accus- 
tomed to constant accounts In the 
papers representing thoso on onc 
side a3 aggressors, waging war on 
civilians, killing babies, making 
women starve; and trying to con- 
quer Spain by foreign help; und 


-{tho other side as fighting for the 


defence of their country, caring 
only for freedom, Inspired by prin- 
ciples of democracy and tolerance. 
It may be a fantastic contrast, but 
is it not the one that we have been 
asked to accept? Now comer a film 
depicting two sides in this same 
war, one represented as waging an 
unjustified war of aggression 
against & peaceful people, bomb- 
ing their towns, shattering hospi- 
tals, killing children and fighting 
at the bldding of foreign intri- 
guera; while the other Ia portray- 
ed as made up of simple peasants 
fighting for their soil, and endur- 
ing terrible hardships in their 
fight for democracy and justice. 
Who could sce a film of this kind 
and say that no one could possibly 
identify the combatants ak repre- 
senting one aide or the other in 
the Civil War? And, when all the 
blame for war is thrown complete- 
ly on one side, who could claim 
that when war is denounced at the 
end that it is h general denuncin- 
tion and has no reference to the 
actual combat, or dovs not pro- 
tend to throw the blame on any 
particular side? During the whole 
course of the Spanish war there 
has been an unceasing campaign 
to represent General Franco as a 
baby-killer and his side as being 
mainly backed up by fareigners 
who ore attacking the democratic 
rights of the Spanish people. It is 
far removed from the truth but 
it js the impression that the 
papers have triod to convey. And 
tho film says all the same things, 
but mentions no namcs, And we 
aro expected to believe that no 
names are intended! Could anyone 
for a moment belfeve that such a 
pretence is truc?

But, someone might objfect, 
whon arsurances are given that 
no comparison to. reality [a intend- 
ed, should they not be accepted?

in it that gives these ansurances?

Some who have good memorica 
in film history, recall that 
when tho'first news of “Blockade” 
was mooted in’ Hollywood there 
was no mention of an impartial 
film; it was to be a} “Loyalist” 
film,-and it was onl§ after pro- 
testa had been received that it 
wan decided tu make it a “peace” 
fllt.—just as the very militant 
“League against War and: Fas- 
clam” in America was re-named 
“League fot Pence and Demo- 
cracy.” Whon the film made its 
first ‘ auppearance, independent 
critics in such United States 
papers as The World Telegram 
The Sun, The News, The Nation, 
not to speak of The Daily Worker, 
The New Masses and all the Red 
prors, took it at its face value as 
Leftist propaganda, and so' it han 
been regarded ovor since. Even, 
therefore, ‘if the originators of 
this film were really’ strangely 
slmple-minded men who never had 
the slightest’ intention to offend, 
yet the film ja definitely recognin- 
ed as a Leftist film. Those who 
have been loudest in hailing it as 
‘such are -the supporters of the 
Spanish “Loyalists” themselves. 
Throughout the United Staten and 
in England, Communists, Radicals, 
extromists wf every kind havo ac- 
claimed it, and not as “propaganda 
for pence,” but as a valuable ad- 
junct to thelr propatranda,.

HE 'statute books, of most countries are littered = with unti- 
gaming laws, whose varying degrees of ineffectiveness testify 
to the tenncity of the gambling instinct ia human nature. Since 
that ‘instinct cannot be eradicated, and since gpinions differ so 
widely as to the extent to which gafhbling is’ kn evil in‘itself and 
anti-social in its effect, Governments haye rhostly ‘abandoned 
attempts to legislate and police it out of ‘existence and have con- 
tented themselves with attacking its wurst abuses and generally 
trying to keep it under control. Success, even | within these | 
limited aims has often depended less upon the rigour of the 
-law than upon the state of public opinion. Tho most repressive 
enactments and the severest penaltics are apt-to fail, if their ob- 
ject is not endorsed by the community. The law, no matter how 
adroitly it be framed, becomes a dend letter if the will to apply 
it is lacking, through the absence of public support: and habitual 
disregard of one unpopular enactment tends to: weaken respect 
for the luw ag a whole, as the United States found when it tried 
to enforce Prohibition. As with drinking. so with gaming laws: 
while the great majority of people sce no harm in having a 
drink or making a bet, whether it be.on the racecourse, on the 
throw of a dice, or privately between frionds, drastic reforms ure 
liable to defeat their own purpose. : : 
No social problem is surrounded with more-inconsistencies 
and illogiculity than the regulation of gambling. With what

the International Convention for 
Air Navigation, was concluded in

This convention, which is often 
ciled for brevity ag the CINA, 
succeeded ins reconciling the cou- 
Nicting doctrines mentioned above, 
when it acknowledged the prin- 
ciple of aly-sovercignty and ¢laim- 
ed, at the same time, the right of 
“innocent passage” for commercial 
aviation, The provisions of the 
CINA to this effect are as follows;

flying above such arcas (see Arti. 
cles Sand 4). | % 

The CINA had been signed by 
fwentyenine of the allied nndoan- 
sociated Powers. (including — the 
United States and Chinas, and 
ratified by the governments of not 
less than twenty-nine States (in- 
cluding Japan), With such power- 
fal and almost universal support, 
it must be always felt regrettable 
that opportunity hud not been 
taken ta conclude an international 
ednvention for the regulation .of 
oly warfare at the time.

MODUS VIVENDI 


With the appenranc:: of the 
Hague draft convention in the 
wake of Land warfare and*Naval 
Warfare Rules, the circle of the 
Laws of War was completed at 
last. Unratified as the draft ‘con- 
vention is, it will at‘least be re- 
garded as oa modus vivend! for 
contingencies, not yet provided by 
the exiating rules; but, it will have 
the full force of Jaw, where it 
merely re-states well-eatablixhed 
rules and customs of International 
Law applicable to air warfare, It 
is In this Hwht that a judicious ap- 
praisal of the position of commer- 
cial aviation under the Laws of 
War, particularly under the Rules 
of Air Warfare, may be made 
without danger of distortion and 
mis-interpretation.

HE Sittang was in flood. Day 

after, day the yellow current 
licked higher on the pile founda- 
tions of the riverside villages and 
bit deeper into the crumbling 
banks.
